HARLEM’S STAKE DISPLAY. 



Local admirers of the turf who but a few days 
ago were in doleful mood because of the appar- 
ent dismal prospect for racing over Chicago 
tracks must now have their cup of content full 
to overflowing. Such a great change in the 
local situation has been developed in the space 
of a week that it now seems a renewal of the 
prosperous racing of 1893 may be confidently 
anticipated. 

Following closely after the pleasing announce- 
ment of racing at Washington Park Secretary 
Nathanson today gives notice that racing will 
begin at Harlem May 24, directly after the close 
of the Lakeside meeting, and there continue 
until the day prior to the opening at Washing- 
ton Park. Coupled with this is the publication 
of the terms of sixteen stakes fully up to the 
Chicago standard in the liberality of their 
terms. As in the case of the W'ashington Park 
stakes they close May 3, so the horsemen of the 
west will have to be prompt about sending in 
their entries. The stakes are all on the added 
money system, the additions ranging in value 
from $2000 down to $750.
